Accordingly, claims 29-37, 50, and 5.2-62 are currently pending and under 
consideration, Amendment and cancellation of certain claims is not to be construed as a 
dedication to the publi c of any of the subj ect ma tter of the claims as previo usly presented. 
No new matter has been added. 

Examiner Interviews 

Applicant and applicant's attorney are thankful to the Examiner for the time and 
effort spent on the in-person interview conducted on March 23, 2007. The participants of 
this interview included Examiner Shay, Examiner Marm on Nena Bains (applicant), and 
Sanjay Bagade (applicant's counsel). Daring this interview, the parties discussed the 
Shesterina and Wafcsman references. The parties reached an agreement that dependent claim 
28 is patentable over Shesterina. The parties did not reach an agreement with nsgard to the 
rejection of independent claims 33 and 50 in view of Shesterina.
